Musham Explains the Accident. € 
Assistant Fire Marshal William Musham 
said that the death of the firemen was due 
to accident, ang that no one could be blamed 
for it. | 

“I did not arrive,” he “until the 
floor had fallen, but Marshal yson, who 
was present, explained the accident satis- 
factcrily. The firemen were all escaping 
from the bu!iding and had reached the side- 
walk in Thirty-second street. The falling 
of the upper floors was unforeseen and was 
due to the fact that in a livery stable they 
‘are hung from a.truss-roof. This is done 
to allow a ground floor with no supporting 
posts in the way of the Storage of buggies. 
It was an unfortunate occurrence, but that 
is all that can be said.’’ | 

The building was erected in 1874 by C. 
Graves. It was owned by an Eastern cap- 
italist, and was valued at $20,000. To the 
contents of the livery stable, owned by O. 
D. Perkins, the loss was $9,000. 


Car Patrons Take to Cabs. 


Street car service on the Cottage Grove 
and Indiana avenue lines was completely 
demoralized for two hours by the fire. Be- 
tween 6:30 and 8:30 o’clock, oe the cars 


are generally taxed to their utmost ca- 
pacity, not a car on the Cottage Grove ave- 
nue line passed-the fire line. A string of 
north-bound cars reached for five blocks 
from Thirty-second street. At first people 
did not know what to make of the situa- 
tion, and waited for the cars to move on 
or for one to appear in sight. When, at 
length, they learned that a big fire was the 


elevated road, while others turned to cabs 
as the only means of conveyance.

FRANK G. LOGAN 
_ MAKES AGIFT TO 
THE ART INSTITUTE. 


He Sends a Check for $35,000 to 
President Hutchinson and the New 
Building Will Be ied in His 
Honor. 


As a Christmas gift to the Art Institute, 
Frank G. Logan inclosed in a letter to Presi- 
dent Charles L. Hutchinson yesterday a 
check for $35,000. The donor explained that 
the amount was for the erection of a library 
building as an addition to the institute. 

President Hutchinson said last night that 
the library, to which will be given the name 
Logan Library or Logan Hall, will be built 
in the ¢ourt corresponding to the one now 
occupied by the Fullerton Memorial Lecture 
Hail, also a gift to the Art Institute. 

The building wiil be ninety feet square and 
one and a half stories in height. For archi- 
tectural reasons it will be nearly a counter- 
part from the exterior view of Fullerton 
Hall. 

Mr. Logan is a well known Board of 
Trade man, whose home is at 2919 Prairie 
avenue. The gift is in no small way a thank 
offering, outside of its Christmas  sig- 
nificance. Mr. Logan has’ just completed 
what he terms his “ majority,’’ in business 
twenty-one years. 

“‘ The Art Institute,’’ said President Hutch- 
inson, ‘‘could not have received a more 
opportune gift. A library building had been 
much needed for a long time, but no way 
of obtaining it had been found. As an agree- 
able surprise, I do not believe Mr. Logan's 
gift could have been improved upon. -The 
library will be built at once, and it will be 
called after its donor. For the second time 
within a short period the Art Institute is 
now given reason for thanking a generous 
friend. The Fullerton Memorial Hall, now 
standing in the court opposite the one in 
which Logan Library Hall will be built, was 
dedicated only a few wecksggo. It was the 
gift outright of C. W. Fullerton and cost 
him upwards of $48,000. The Art Institute, 
as it now stands, is but a part of an un- 
finished structure and the Fullerton Me- 
morial Hall was the first step toward the 
fulfillment of the ambitious scheme in con- 
templation. Logan Hall will be the second.” 

Specifications for theefuture library will 
be made without delay and the contracts 
will be let in time to permit the builders to 
begin operations in the spring. |

Captain Kirkpatrick Brice, the second son, 
is in China with General Barclay Parscns, 
the former engineer of the Rapid Transit 
commission, surveying the route of the rail- 
road which the Brice syndicate its going to 
build. John F. Brice arrived home from 
Harvard ten minutes before his father died. 

Many men of prominence in the financial 
world called to offer their condolences. Tele- 
grams were received from nearly every 
United States Senator at Washington. The 
burial will be at Mr. Brice’s former home, 
Lima, O., on Sunday. A cablegram ‘was 
sent to Captain Kirkpatrick Brice at Hong- 
kong apprising him of his father’s death. 


Career of Brice. 

‘Mr. Brice was born at Denmark, O., on 
Sept. 17, 1845. His tather was a Presby- 
terian minister, and the son was educated at 
Miami University at Oxford, O. He en- 
listed in Captain Dodd’s University Company 
in 1861 and served also in Captain McFar- 
land’s University Company. 

After his graduation he became a teacher 
in a public school in Lima. In 1863, aftera 
three months’ experience as a pedagogué, 
he .recruited @ company and reéntered the 
service as Captain of Company E, One Hun- 
dred and Eighth Ohio Volunteer Infantry. 

In the closing year of the rebellion Mr. 
Brice was admitted to the bar. In a few 
years he was connected with the law depart- 
ment of the old Lake Erie and Louisville 
railroad @t a salary of $1,000 a year.

New York, Dec. 15.—[Special.]—Calvin 
Stewart Brice, soldier, lawyer, Senator, and 
millionaire, died today at 3:15 of pneumonia 
in his home, 693 Fifth avenue, All of his 
family except one son, who is in China on 


a 


| business, were at the bedside. 


Mr. Brice’s illness was not generally 
known, and the news of his death was the 
occasion of much surprise among his friends, 
especially as he had never before been sick 
in all his fifty-three years of intense ac- 
tivity. 

Mr. Brice was in Newport durjng the great 
snow storm of Saturday, Dec. 3. He wanted 
to joif his family in New York. The ordi- 
pary means of travel were clogged by the 
heavy storm and practically abandoned. 
Then. he chartered a tug which took him 
to Wickford, R. I. | 

There he chartered a locomotive on which 
he rode to New York. The special schedule 
arranged for the engine made its arrival 
time in this city 10 a. m., but the delays due 
to show were so long that it did not arrive 
until 3 p. m. 

On this long trip Mr. Brice went without 
food. He was in such haste that he could 
not waste time looking for food. When he 
entered his home he was suffering from the 
first symptoms of a cold, which continued 
to grow worse from day today. He declined 
to treat it seriously, for he had been often 
congratulated by his many friends for having 
never known a day’s sickness. 


Refused to Quit Work. : 

Mr. Brice’s condition was so much worse 
last Saturday that he went home a trifle 
earlier than usual. That evening he re- 
luctantly submitted to the wishes of his 
family and allowed them to send for Dr. A. 
A. Smith. He still protested that he had 
only a light cold, which would soon leave 
him. Nevertheless he consented, after much 
objection, to go to bed and stay there. 

On. Sunday he was a little worse, but still 
hopeful. On Monday pneumonia was clear- 
ly present, and by Monday evening he was 
sick. 

Mr. Brice’s heart seemed to be strong. He 
hada high fever, but his robust physique, his 
simple habits of life, and his wonderful will 
power seemed likely to aid his recovery. 
But on Tuesday morning he was éo ill that 
none of his family dared to leave home. 
Oxygen was administered and every aid that 


acience could give was used. But Mr. Brice

When the 
Foster stocks got up to $45 Mr. Brice dis- 
posed of all of them from this figure down 
to $37. It is said that the deal netted the 
Fosters nearly $2,000,000, and that they made 
Mr. Brice a present of $500,000 of 4% per 
cent government bonds. 


Parallels Lake Shore Road. 

The Lake Erie and Louisville road turned 
considerable business over to the Lake 
Shore, which made no special effort to take 
care of it. Thereupon Mr. Brice and his as- 
sociates prepared to build a road paralleling 
the Lake Shore. The latter company, to 
save itself, was compelled to buy up the 
competing company. This single venture 
yielded Mr. Brice $1,500,000. 

Then Mr. Brice, General Thomas, and Mr. 
Foster recovered the old Foster road, re- 
organized it, and named it the Lake Erie and 
Western. Thus Mr. Brice became the prac- 
tical owner of a road. at 

Mr. Brice extended his operations to the 
business of resuscitating dying ‘railroad 
properties in various sections of the coun- 
try. The services of himself and of his part- 
ner were in constant demand. Mr. Brice 
owned the Detroit and Lima Northern, and 
was a director of the Northern Ohio, which 
controls the Lake Erie and Western, and 
of the Indianapolis and Louisville road. He 
was also a director of the Chase National 
Bank. Mr. Brice’s last venture was the se- 
curing, in company with others, of import- 
ant railroad concessions in China. .

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PRINTER BOMBARDS 
BRITISH EMBASSY 
WITH BRICKBATS. 


Joseph Pearson, Evidently Not a Be- 
liever in Anglo-American Alliance, 
Smashes Windows and Doors in Sir 
Julian Pauncefote’s Residence. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special.]— 
The British Embassy was subjected for 
several minutes tonight to vicious bom- 
bardment with brickbats by Joseph W. 
Pearson, a Washington printer. 

One of Sir Julian Pauncefote’s daugh- 
ters was struek on the foot and slightly 
hurt by the first missile thrown by Pear- 
son. Several windows, the storm doors, and 
the great plate glass doors of the embassy, 
which were magnificently cut tn a design 
of the British coat-of-arms, were smashed 
and ruined. Sir Julian has requested that 
Pearson be held until Secretary of State 
Hay cam be informed of the incident to- 
morrow. 

Sir Julian and his daughters were sit- 
ting in the drawing-room at 8:50 this even- 
ing when there was a crash and the rat- 
tling of falling glass. Miss Pauncefote 
leaped to her feet with an exclamation of 
pain. Half a brick lay near Miss Paunce- 
fote’s foot, which had been struck and 
cut. In a few minutes the police were 
on their way to the embassy. Meanwhile 
Pearson took a position under the porte- 
cochére and began to bombard the Storm 
doors, soon smashing the glass out of them. 
Behind there were the main doors of the 
embassy, great sheets of plate glass, into 
which the arms of the embassy were cut. 

These glasses were imported and were 
valued at $300 each. Pearson deliberately 
stood in the porte-cochére and threw his 
remaining missiles at these fine glasses, 
aiming carefully and breaking one after the 
other. A policeman reached the embassy 
and arrested Pearson. 

He refused to reply to questions. He is 26 
years old and has been working for the 
electric street railroads recently. He had 
been drinking, but was not drunk. It is 
thought he is insane. . 

Pearson threw the first stone while on 
United §tates territory at the embassy, 
which is Britiish territory. The other brick- 
bats wer@ thrown when Pearson was on 
British territory.

Absolutely No Urgent Business for the 
Legislature to Attend To — Caucus 
Will Arrange All in Advance—Rail- 
roads Marked for General Attack. 


Topeka, Kas., Dec. 15.—[Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Leedy’s call for an extra session of 
the Kansas Legislature has made a sensa- 
tion all over the State. There is absolutely 
no demand for the session. On the con- 
trary, people regardiess of politics havé 
opposed it. 

All of Leedy's associate & officers op- 
posed an extra session with the exceptions 
of Chief Justice Frank Doster and Secretary 
of State W. E. Bush, Leedy's advisers are 
politicians who hold jobs by his appoint- 
ment. The opinion prevails that the men 
responsible for the step taken by Leedy were 
prompted in thelr conduct by the beilef that 
money would be used freely by the cor- 
porations to prevent hostile legislasion. 

Money was used to the advantage of the 
corporations on this Legislature in 1897, and 
there is no indicatiorf that the approachable 
members have reformed. 

Governor Leedy says in his proc!amation 
for an.extra session: “Assurances have 
reached me to the effect that if the Legts- 
lature shall be convened suitable legislation 
for the regulation of railroad charges can 
be enacted.”

J. H. Hamline’s Address. 


Mr. Hamline in his opening words de- 
nounced the Allen law as the “ climax of the 
anarchy of weaith.”’ Not many months be- 
fore, he said, he had talked at a Sunset club 
dinner about physical anarchy, represented 
today mostly by the unjortunates of society. 
Now he had to talk of anarchy ofa different 
kind—that of anarcliistic capital. One seeks 
to destroy the fhw and the other to override 
it, and to determine whether the term “ an- 
archistic capital’’ is justly applied he de- 
clared it is necessary to review the condi- 
tions. 

Mr. Hamline then went on to give the his- 
tory of street railway ‘legisiation for Chi- 
cago up to 1874, when came the law which 
prohibited franchises of more than twenty 
years’ duration. Thus the law stood, he 


'said, for twenty-five years, until the Allen 


law made its appearance. t. 
The streets of Chicago, he said, by legis- 
lative enactment, went in fee to the city. 
‘When the Legislature said that the 
streets of any city in the State should not 
be voted away for a period longer than 
twenty years it acted in the light of human 
experience,’ said Mr. Hamline. “It wasa 
wise law for, as men hold it, twenty years 


marks a generation—that is, the average. 


mature useful life is not over twenty years. 
Therefore the Legislature sought to prevent 
the rights of ane generation being mort- 
gaged by the wastefulness and profligacy of 


the preceding generation, leaving the burden. 


to fall upon the generation to follow. No 
one could have seen twenty years ago that 
it would be absolutely necessary to hold 
open Jackson boulevard as the only east 
and west street not occupled by tracks. The 
twenty-year law was worded wisely. The 
men who Wve built the street railways 
have floated their bonds, so!d their stocks, 
and become milllonaires under this law. 
“They say now that they are just barelys 
managing to get along. Why. I have heard 
it stated that the President of the South 
Side company wert to the Mayor and offered 
him 12% per cent of the gross receipts of 
the company if the Mayor would only keep 
out the General Electric company. Then I 
understand the Chicago City railway com- 
pany pald $1,000,000 for the franchise of this 
company, which had never laid a foot of 
track or driven a spike. } 
“ The streets of Chicago are a gold mine. 
and if they are that today who can tell what 
they will be twenty years from now? There 
is no one who can estimate what Chicago 
will be in twenty years, and it is unfair to tie 
the hands of future generations. The vice 
of the A'len law is that the people cannot 
keep up to the'fr pretent strain. While it is 
true that the companies may accept a twen- 
ty-year franchise the people want to be able 
to go home in peace and not fee! that they 
may wake up some morning and find an ex- 
tra _thirty-year grant made by the Council.” 


‘ Mr. Yerkes Speaks. 

Mr. Yerkés tn taking up the debate said he 
had come to hear why the Allen law should 
be repealed, but he had not yet been told. 
As far as he couid learn, the principal .ar- 
guments advanced against it were: First, 
it had been passed by ‘“ boodle,”’ and. sec- 
ond, that {t allowed the grant of a franchise 
for longer than twenty years. 

As to the firet count he said it was a hard 
thing to bring such a charge against the 
Legisiature and also the Governor. of the 
State. He himself would not believe such 
a thing. This provoked laughter, in which 
Mr. Yerkes joined. ° 

Then Mr. Yerkes took up the Allen bil in 
cetal', pointing cut Its “good” features. 
He admitted the bill gaye the companies a 
practical monopoly in the streets and con- 
tended that was what the companes wanted, 
as it would relieve them of So of 
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suffered. As to the “ consolidation ” clause 
in the bill and the formation of a “ gigantic 
trust ’" it would be the best thing possible 


| for Chicago to have all the companies con- 


solidated, though it would be a bad thing 
for the companies. He had therefore op- 
posed this feature of the bill, but it had gone 
in just the same. 

The company wanted a certainty of a five- 
cent fare for twenty years at least, he said, 
as it gave some certainty to financial under- 


| takings. The action of the City Council 


in redueing fares to four cents several years 
ago had cost him thousands of dollars. 
Mr. Yerkes derided the argument that 


compensation could not be legally charged 
‘under the termg of the Allen law, quoting 
.a@ recent opinion of the Supreme Court, 


which holds that an agreement between a 
corporation and municipality is a contract 


}and cannot be broken without the consent 


of both sides. 

Menard K. Bowen, President of the Chi- 
cago City railway company, said: ‘‘I be- 
lieve this matter will be settled in a just and 


, equitable manner. I am an optimist. For 
some reason the newspapers have not print- 


ed the Allen law." 

Mr. Bowen was in favor of spending the 
surplus earnings of his company in giving 
the people better service—in other words, 
giving the people a larger and better loaf 
for five cents. 

Cc. L. Bonney, Vice President of the Chi- 
cago General company, said his grievance 
was particular, and he had nothing to do 
with the troubles of Mr. Yerkes. He said 


| the taking of 3 per cent compensaiion from 


his company would have made a deficit of 
$1,200 last year in the earnings. Mr. Bonney 
was bitter against the alleged ‘‘ reform” 
Aldermen who had kept him from getting 
an extension, ordinance through fcr twenty 
years when application was made some time 
ago. 

Here Mr. Yerkes was asked if he could 
make money with four-cent fares between 
certain hours. He said he had made a close 
study of this question, and he declared it 
would cut down the profits of the company 
one-half to allow four-cent fares morning 
and night during the heavy riding hours. 

Mr. Yerkes’ voice trembled as he said: 

‘‘T want to be fair. I am not quite so 
wicked as I am painted. I do not care for 
the plaudits of my fellow-men. All I wish 
to know is that my inner consciousness Is 
satisfied with my conduct. I think I know 
myself better than others know me.” 

Colonel Davidson said there was not a 
hint of anarchy in the Allen law as far as he 
could see, and he did not believe Mr. Ham- 
line's point well taken. 

Alderman Smulski said the main point at 
issue was the ambiguity of the Allen law. 
It was a question whether compensation 
could be collected under its terms, and while 
it might not bernecessary to repeal the Al- 
len law it should be amended, so that the 
people’s rights should be clearly defined. 

Mr. Yerkes’ attention was called to places 
where municipal ownership had been put 
into alleged successful operation. He denied 
that this was the case, saying that in Glas- 
gow the system was a failure and that the 
three-cent law had worked disastrously in 
Detrolt. 

Attorney Joseph David advocated the re- 
peal of the Allen law. 


PLAN ALLEN LAW SUBSTITUTE. 


Democratic Legislators Agree on the 
Form of a Bill—Provisions to 
Be Incorporated. 


Senators Mahoney and Broderick and Rep- 

resentatives Sullivan, Rédfield, and Me- 
Goorty, the committee of Democratic Cook 
County members-elect of the next Illinois 
General Assembly appointed at the requeat 
of Mayor Harrison to formulate some proper 
legislation to take the place of the existing 
Allen law, held a meeting at the Tremont 
House yesterday. It was stated at the out- 
set that the purpose of ‘the committee was 
to draft a bill on which -ali the Demccratic 
members from Cook County could unite. 
All agreed it was necessary the present Alle&* 
law shouid be repealed. 

After a. discussion Representative Red- 
field offered a resolution, which was adopted, 
providing that any bill which might be draft- 
ed should preserve the powers of the Cfhty 
Council as they now exist. The argument 
made in favor of it was ‘** home rule.”’ 

Afterwards Representative Sullivan was 
asked if the meaning of this resolution was 
that the powers of the Council were noi 
to be limited by any restrictions in the bill 
as to rates of compensation to be charged, 
etc., and he said that was the general under- 
standing. 

Senator Mahoney had adopted another 
resolution providing that the proposed bil} 
must also go fix matters that all the street 
car franchises of Chicago should expire at 
the same time, and contain a provision look- 
ing to municipal ownership of the street 
railways when this time had expired. 

The committee then accepted an invitation 
to attend the meeting of the Sunset club 
and adjourned till tomorrow.

ALFRED AUSTIN'S NEW VOLUME 
SHOWS UNUSUAL MERIT. 


ya “Lamia’s Winter Quarters” the 
English Laureate Has Mingled 
Prose and Verse with the Hagpiest 
Results—Louis Tracy’s “The Lost 
Provinces” Is a Rattling Tale of 
War and Mystery—Other Literary 


News. 


N the hands of scoffers the growing rep- 
utation of the English poet laureate as 
a writer of felicitous prose might be- 
come a subject for rude jest; but no one 
can read lamia’s Winter Quarters ”’ 
(Macmillan) without thankfulness for the 
existence of it and its two charming pre- 
. decessors. It is, however, to lovers of poetry 
‘4 that the books make their appeal after all 
. is said, for the prose has an admirable poetic 
= flavor quite unusual, and many poems are 
F woven with great art into the, argument 
with the happiest results. 
The books have not attracted the atten- 
tion they deserve among Americans, which is 
a pity, for we have given considerably more 
attention to several of Mr. Austin’s recent 
poems than their merits warrant. The first 
of the prose series was styled,** The Garden 
That I Love,’ the second Veronica’s 
Garden.’ and both had a similarity of plan 
and an identity of characters, which -have 
now been carried a’step farther, with a dif- 
4 ference. The two other volumes had to do 
with England, and all that-ardent love of 
his native land which is seenin Mr. Austin’s 
verse breathed in them. Now he transports 
the quartet, Lamia, Veronica, the Poet, and [ 
'** the Teller of the Tale, to.Italy for a win-— 
ter. As he says, the way to enjoy Italy is’ 
a to be charmed with it, and this spirit, car- 
| ’ ried out from one cover of his book t6 the 
other, leaves the reader no less charmed. 

It would be taking up too much space to 
endeavor to give a notion of the beauties of 
the poet's prose style. It may be suspected 
that it will prove an acquired taste to those 

‘who are heedless of the better verse of the 
day, which makes its appearance in book 
form. In any event, it grows upon the read- 
er until he finally finds himself fairly car- 
ried away by its mellifluous ease. But it is 
possible to quote in its entirety one of the 
included poems, with the explanation that. 
the book flows on without obstruction, for all 
the change made from one form of expres- 
sion to the other. A pleasant conceit is em- 
bodied in “* A Birthday Present,”’ chosen 
hére because the laureate’s more playful 
attitudes in his verse are not much thought 
upon: 
‘Say what, to please you, you would have me be.” . 

Then listen, dear! 
I fain would have you very fair to see, 

And sweet to hear. 


You should have Aphrodite’s form and face, 

With Dian's tread; 

And something of Minerva’s lofty grace 
Should crown your head.

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER. 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.) 
Queen Victoria has sustained, by the death 
of Sir William Jenner, a loss which cannot 
fail to affect her deeply. He was one of the 
physicians who watched by the bedside of 
the Pringe Consort through his last illness, 
and has been her Majesty's own principal 
medical attendant for more than forty 
years. 

True, the ggneral public seldom heard of 
his being at court, and his name was rare- 
ly, if ever, mentioned in thé daily Court Cir- 
cular, revised by the Queen herself for issue 
to the press, as having figured among the 
members of the royal household or royal 
guests. 

This was due to an apprehension on the 
part of the Queen to the effect that if his 
name were frequently seen in the so-called 
Court Circular the people would gather the 
impression that she was in constant need 
of his medical attendance and that her 
health was bad. 

Now, the question of her health is one on 
the subject of which she, like nearly all her 
fellow-rulers, is extremely sensitive. In 
fact, the dread of being regarded as ailing 
amounts to a positive idiosyncrasy on the 
part of royalty. 

Everybody connected with the English 
court is aware of the fact that when the 
Queen was in residence at Windsor Castle 
and at Osborne he was a visitor at least twice 
a week and sometimes more often, while 
during her stay at Balmoral she would gen- 
erally arrange to have him stay at the 
castle or else at one of the country seats in 
the neighborhood. 

It was not merely asa physician that the 
Queen made such a constant demand on his 
time and services. She was wont to consult 
him on a number of matters which had no 
connection whatever with his profession, 
and there have been probably few members 
of the royal houschold who have exercised so 
important an influence upon the now vener- 
able sovereign as this most discreet and 
skillful of royal physicians, who differed 
from most royal doctors in that he was tov 
independent and frank in his advice to be 
classed as a courtier in the true sense of the 
word. 

Never was this influence more notably dis- 
played than in the ease of poor Valentine 
Baker Pasha, who was dismissed from his 
Coloneley of the Tenth Hussars and from 
the army, deprived of his Order of the Bath 
and of all his other decorations and war 
medals, and sentenced to twelve months’ i1- 
prisonment in consequence of his un- 
fortunate railroad adventure with Miss 
Dickinson after having dined not wisely but 
too well. 

Miss Dickinson happened,to be a near 
relative, or ward, of Sir Willlam, who was 
extremely fond of her, and he imbued the 
Queen with such an intense animosity 
against Baker that, in spite of that officer's 
subsequent magnificent service in behalf of 
England as an officer of the Egyptian army, 
in spite, too, of the strenuous efforts of the 
Duke of Cambridge, the Prince of Wales, the 
Sultan, the late Khedive, and of a number 
of prominent statesmen co secure his re- 
habilitation, she declined to give way in the 
matter. 

In fact, she would not even allow his name 
to be mentioned in her presence. And when 
he was passed over to the majority, re- 
habilitated by his countrymen, by his former 
comrades, by London clubland, and Eng- 
lish society, the whole British press unit- 
ing in a chorus of regret, and in an ex- 
pression of the universal feeling that he had 
been more of a victim than an offender, 
there , two people who remained 


were only 
relentless—namely: Sir William Jenner and 


the Queen, whose mind Sir William had 
poisoned against the man recognized as 
England's mest brilliant cavabry leader. So 
much for Sir William's influence on the 
qluueen. 

Sir William was noted in London for his 
extraordinary skill in discovering by the 
relative weight of gold, silver, or copper 
whether the patients visiting him attempted 
to substitute coins of inferior value to the 
two gold sovereigns and the two silver 
shillings—equivalent to two guineas—which 
he charged as the price of a consultation at 
his office. 

This is the ordinary fee of all fashionable 
physicians in London, and it is customary 
to hand it to them wrapped up in a piece of 
paper, or else in an envelope. 

Of course, many people, especially, I am 
sorry to say, persons of my own sex, take 
advantage of the paper covering in order 
to foist upon the worthy medico shilling 
pieces instead of sovereigns, and copper 
farthings in lieu of shillings. Some great 
ladies in London are noted for their en- 
deavors to do the doctors out of the shilling 
bit, which goes to make up the guinea, and 
Sir William was equally well known for his 
particularly strong objection to the absence 
of the shilling. 

On one occasion, having been paid two 
sovereigns by a well known Duchess, he put 
on his eye glasses and began looking about 
on the floor. 

‘** What have you lost, Sir William?” in- 
quired the titled lady. 

“1 was looking for the shillings you 
dropped, Duchess,”’ replied the irate doctor. 

The lady produced the shillings and 
blushed, of course, to the roots of -her hair. 
For it is a social axiom that leaders of sc- 
ciety always have natural roots to their hair. 

Sir William used to wear at his watch 
chain a gold guinea piece which bore a 
pleasant little history. One day he found 
among the patientg in his consulting-room 
a humble carpenter. On remarking to the 
man that his disease had through neglect of 
treatment made great progress, he received 
the following reply: 

‘*I have been waiting to see you for three 
vears, sir.” 

Why, my man,” queried the physician. 
* Couldn't you afford to come sooner? ’”’ 

‘**O, yes,’” answered the carpenter, “ but 
I could not get a gold guinea piece any- 
where, and I heard that you would take noth- 
ing else.’’ | 

Sir William used to wear that guinea on 
his chain. But though he completely cured 
the patient in the course of eight months, he 
never took another fee from the poor fellow 
who had tried so hard to find that guinea 
piece, and who had waited so patiently to 
consult him. 

One of Sir William’s warmest admirers 
was the late John Brown, for so many years 
the gillie and personal body servant of the 
Queen. John absolutely declined to be pro- 
fessionally attended by anybody except Sir 
William, explaining that he had no faith 
whatsoever in the other royal physicians. 
Indeed, they tell a story at court in England 
of how, on one memorable occasion, old Sir 
William was summoned post haste from 
London to the south of Europe, where the 
Queen was sojourning at the time, in order 
to prescribe for a bad attack of indiges- 
tion, which had prostrated the _ surly, 
cantankerous, though honest and devoted, 
body servant of the Queen.

NEWS OF THEATERS. 


Sherwood Piano Recital. 

Mr. William Sherwood gave last evening 
the first of a series of four piano recitals 
which will occur during the winter in Stude- 
baker Hall Defore a fairly large audience. 
It was a matter of interest to note that the 
management of the hall had acted upon the 
many suggestions made to improve, the 
acoustics of the new room. The concrete 
stage fioor had been removed and in its 7 
a pine floor put down, which acted a5 a 
sounding-board, and the heavy curtain was 
raised nearer the arch. 


Mr. Sherwood for a number of years has 


figured prominently in the music deveiop- 
ment of Chicago, but his reception last 
night was not due to friendship, but to a just 
recompense for good work done. He is an 
artist who treats the piano as if it were an 
intelligent medium for the transmission of 
mature ideas and normal emotions. 

The composer laid owt a heavy task for 
himself, but carried out the program with- 
out the stightest sign of fatigue. The Beet-, 
hoven sonate was played with an orthodox 
appreciation of the traditions, and the Cho- 
pin preludes and fantasie were bright in 
contrast, but when the scherzo was played. 
the pianist sounded a deeper note of expres- 
sion and brought out of that mournful minor 


‘number a pathos that was compelling in its 


subtle charm. 
The Schumann carnival offers the oppor- 


tunity of contrast, for ft has been selected 
for the recitals of Godowsky, Sherwood, and 
Rosenthal, and the analysis of peculiar 
styles and predominating personalities will 
furnish a topic of comment for many critical 
listeners. However, in the case of Mr. Sher- 
wood, the carnival was onc ofthe important 
numbers, and he lent to it a variety and color 


which smoothed many of the difficulties into 


pleasing phrases. 

Bruno Klein has written a number of in- 
teresting things, among them the opera 
Kenilworth,’ which had more or suc- 
cess abroad, but the “Secret d'Amour,” 

layed here for the first time, was beautiful 

utin no sense great. Arthur Foote’s *‘ Toc- 
cata’’ was also a novelty, and offeredan ex- 
cellent opportunity in that peculiar style of 
piano technic. 

The new composition of Mr. Sherwood, 
* Autumn,’’*is not so much a doleful decline 
of summer, with seared leaves and cold sun- 
sets, but rather indicates a finer mood of 
natural, quiet change from one season to an- 
other. There are many original touches, and 
the work as a whole is interesting. The 
Day as Polonaise is brilliant and taxes 
all the technical skill of the performer, but 
it remained for the etude “ on false notes ”’

HOUSE PASSES PENSION BILL. 


Appropriation Voted Without Criticism 
—Bill to Incorporate International 
American Bank Discussed. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—The House 
today surpassed all previous records in the 
expedition with which it passed the pension 
appropriation bill. The bill in days gone by 
has. been one of the mast fruitful themes of 
acrimonious partisan debate, but today, al- 
though carrying $4,000,000 more than the 
act for the current year, it was passed in 
twenty minutes without a word of criticism. 

Mr. Barney [Rep., Wis.] called up the 
measure. . 

Mr. Allen [Dem., Miss.] congratulated the 
country that Congress had progressed, and 
the country at last had the gratifying in- 
formation that the pension rol]l.had reached 
the maximum. There was no further debate 
upon the bill, which carries $145,233,830. 

The House then entered upon the consid- 
eration of the bill to incorporate the InterY- 
national American Bank. Thi§ project.was 
recommended by the Pan-American Con- 
gress in 1889. An arrangement was effected 
for a vote upon the passage of the bill at 3 
o'clock tomorrow.

Berlin, Dec. -14.—Prof. Landerer of Stutt- 
gart has just published his discovery of what 
he believes to be a cure for tuberculosis in 
its first stages, together with the results of 
fifteen years of his special treatment of the 
disease. His method of treatment calls for 
subcutaneous and intravenous injections of 
cinnamic acid. and its derivatives, hetol and 
hetokresol. 

The treatment has been abundantly tested 
in the Karl and Olga Hospital, Stuttgart. 


’ His notes show that tuberculosis, taken in its 


first stages, was invariably cured by the 
cinnamic acid treatment, with the aid of 
dietetic and hygienic measures, continued 
for a period of several months, while in the 
case of those in whom the disease had 
advanced to the second stage 70 per cent 
were cured. The injected drugs act directly 


‘on the diseased tissues, Professor Landerer 


says, cicatrizing them and checking tuber- 
cular agglomeration. Several specialists on 
lung diseases whom I have seen today ex- 
press the opinion that.the discovery is most 
important and well supported by experi- 
ment.

TO EXPANSION. 


AMERICAN FEDERATION OF LABOR 
PROTESTS AGAINST POLICY. 


Declares the Annexation of Philip- 
pines Would Be of Injury to the 
Workingmen of the United States— 
Some Delegates Take Exceptions— 
One Refuses to “ Furnish Platform 
for Rotten Democratic Party ”— 
Will Probably Re-elect Gompers. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Kansas City, Mo., Dec. 15.—[Special.]— 
After a debate which lasted the greater part 
of the day the American Federation of La- 
bor this afternoon registered an emphatic 
protest in the name of the organized wage- 


workers of America against the policy of 


national expansion, taking the ground that 
the annexation of the Philippines would 


mean either the adoption of the coolie labor 


system in the United 
enslavement of the Filipinos. The resolu- 


tates or the practical 


tion follows: 
“Whereas, As.a result of the war with 


Spain a new and far-reaching policy, com- 
monly known as imperialism or expansion, 
is now receiving the attention of the na- 


tional government, and if ratified by the 
Senate will seriously burden the wagework- 


ers of our country, thrust upon us a large 
standing army and an aristocratic navy, and 


seriously threaten the perpetuity of the re- 


public; therefore, be it 


‘* Resolved, That this convention offers its 
protest against any such innovation in our 


system of government and instructs our of- 


ficers to use every honorable means to 


secure its defeat.’’ 


The debates showed that the delegates laid 


emphasis not upon constitutional questions 
but upon the practical effect of annexation 
upon the future of trades unions. 


The de- 


bate was onesided, Samuel B. Donnelly of 
New Yark, President of the International 


Typographical union, being practically the 
only speaker who openly favored expansion. 
The leading speaker on the other side was 
Harry Lloyd of Boston. 


Donnelly Favors Expansion. 
Addressing himself to the text of the reso- 


lution Mr. Donnelly declared that iMmperial- 


ism had only one opportunity in this coun- 


try, and that the resolute refusal of Wash- 
ington to accept arbitrary power had for- 


in the 


ever made Cesarism impossible 


United States. 


He denied the question was one that con- 


cerned trades unions, saying the federation 


would be- better employed planning its own 


expansion in Pennsylvania, the South, the 


East, and the far West, and the smaller 
cities of the whole country. He admitted 
that the question of contract lebor in Ha- 
waii should receive attention from the fed- 
eration. but said that the annexation of the 
Spanish colonies could not possibly hurt a 
single trades union except the tobacco work- 
ers andthe cigarmakers. He directed atten- 
tion to the closer ties between England an@ 
America, and asked how they could be made 


permanent if the United States placed itself 


in opposition to that colonial policy upon 
which is based the greatness of England. 

Mr. Lloyd denied the wageworkers de- 
sired a union between the governments of 
England and America. 

‘““ What we want,” he said, “is not a union 
of the governments, but a union of the work- 
ers of the world.”’ 

He said following annexation contract la- 
borers would soon be coming over here by 
shiploads; that the enslavement of the Fill- 
pinos would be followed by the reduction of 
American workingmen to the same lével as 
the half savage islanders. The notion that 
the Philippines could furnish a market for 
American workingmen was fallacious, de- 
claring the Filipinos’ most prominent re- 
quirement was a yard of cloth apiece. 


Socialism Scores Democracy. 

Mr. Hayes, the Cleveland Socialist, was 
not in favor of manufacturing an issue for 
the ‘‘ rotten Democratic party” and re- 
garded the issue as unimportant. His col- 
league, Isaac Cowen, disagreed and added 
his protest to that of Mr. Lloyd. z 

Andrew Furuseth of the Seamen’s union 
thought tne Chinese struggle in California 
should be an object lesson and that the 
matter should not rest gvith a resolution, but 
that the local unions should be urged to use 
pressure upon their Congressmen. ‘‘ Many 
a Congressman will turn a somersault on 
receipt of a letter from home,” he declared. 

The subject of organization of the South 
was earnestly discussed after the anti- 
expansion resolution was adopted. The con- 
vention ordered an organizer to the South, 
George L. Cake of the window glass flat- 
teners saying that if necessary he would 
guaranty a check of $1,000 to support the 
work. 

The Social Democrats, some of whom an- 
nounced on Wednesday they were going to 
see President Gompers and secure a decla- 
ration as to his stand toward them, have 
apparently experienced a change of heart. 
They were claiming they could swing 1,300 
out of the 2,500 votes in the convention, but 
today they said they had decided as the 
result of a conference held last night when 
voting for President to stick to trades 
union principles strictly. It is quite certain 
that no candidate to oppose Mr. Gompers 
has been found and it appears to be doubtful 
whether anybody will consent to make the 
race. 

Franchise Resolution Delayed. 

' The resolution regarding the street rail- 
way franchise fight in Chicago has not yet 
been reported by the committee to which 
it was referred. The committee, on the 
ground it does not know individuals, will 
strike out the name of Mayor Harrison 
and pledge the support of the federation 
to the “citizens’’ who are fighting the 
franchise grabbers. | 

The Building Trades counctipassed a res- 
olution today in favor of arbitrating diffi- 
culties with employers. Another resolution 
Was passed requiring all national. trades 
affiliated with the national council to define 
to the general secretary of the council the 
meaning of the different trades, so_ that 
there may be no clash among them. The 
resolution also forbids the general secretary 
granting charters to such trades as may 
conflict with others. | 


GILLETT’S BROTHER |S 
RUINEDBY“CATTLE 
KING’S ” OPERATIONS. 


Creditors of J. W. Gillett Take Charge . 
of His Business—Finds Cattle Held 
in Security for Grant’s Paper Have 
Been Sold. | 


Abilene, Kas., Dec. 15.—[Special.]— 
Dragged down by the operations of his 
brother, the cattle plunger, J. W. Gillett. 
the leading hardware and implement dealer 
of the south end of the county, turned his 
business over to his creditors today. Mr. 
Gillett lost about $10,000 directly by his 
brother’s departure and found that the 
3,800 cattle on which he depended to meet 
$110,000 worth of papers were short in herds 
and he could not arrange with his creditors 
to go on. One bunch of 1,300 had only 8900, 
Grant having taken the others. The cred- 
itors have made M. Harvey of Kansas City 
trustee and S. S. Bundy will take charge of 
the business, paying creditors pro rata as 
far as possible. Mr. Gillett has been a 
prosperous merchant and cattleman and 
was rated as worth $50,000. His liabilities 
outside the cattle deals are about $25,000. 
Several of the cattle herds he will be al- 
lowed to feed out, the commission houses 
having so agreed and furnished him feed. 
He will remain in his store and assist in 
settling up the business. Nothing new has 
been heard by the family from Gillett. A 
large shipment of expensive wines came 
here today addressed to his partner, Troxell.

In the case of the garbage contract the last 
time the Council authorized the Mayor and 
a special committee to let it. 

Yesterday’s action is supposed to be the 
first move by the Mayor’s opponents in the 
Council in depriving him of all the power 
possible. |

BROOKE TELLS OF CAMP LIFE. 


General Threatens Court-Martial to Of- 
ficer Who T fied Before War 
Investigation Committee. 


Washington, D, C., Dec. 15.—Major Gen- 
er@l1 John R. Brooke testified before the 
War Investigation commission today that 
most of the volunteers at Camp Thomas 
came supposedy with ten days’ rations, but 
this was the = hiner field tation and at 


first they were hungry. This was remedied 
by the commissary department quite 
promptly. Their equipment in general was 
what had been accumulat through the 
parsimonious policy of the War depart- 
ment through the preceding twenty-five 


years.’’ Some were unarmed and some 
in their citizens” clothes, with only one 
blanket. 


Early in June the Commanding General 
was ordered to send eight of the best 
equipped regiments to Tampa, and to do this 
it was necessary to strip some of the regi- 
ments to help out others. Even with this 
expedient some of the regiments left for 
Tampa poorly equipped. The War depart- 
ment at this time had exhausted all the can- 
vas and tentage in the country. Canteens, 
knives, forks, cups, and the like were also 
short, and this condition, General Brooke 
said, continued practically up to the end 
of his administration at Camp Thomas. 

General Brooke said that he had nothing 
to do with the selection of the camp 
ground, but being assigned there he made 
it his business to — after the water supply 
and to see that the necessary sanitary regu- 
lations were promulgated and enforced. He 
made personal 
as his time would permit and made stren- 
uous efforts to | regulate the entrance of 
hucksters to the camp, and as a result of 
this he said that the sick report fell off 
from 30 to 50 per cent. ‘‘ I deem it proper 
to say,’’ continued General! Brooke, “ in can- 
troversion of certain reports that I have 
heard, that I did inspect the camp sinks 
and kitchens continually.’’ 

** We have plenty of testimony before us,” 
said General Dodge, “that you did this 
frequently.” 

** It was more n frequently,” said Gen- 
eral Brooke. ‘‘It was daily.”’ 

General Brooke said that there were in the 
beginning a great many complaints of 
scarcity of medicines, but that the army had 
abundant food supplies. The Army of the 
Potomac in 1861, he said, was not nearly 
so well supplied.’ He emphatically denied a 
statement by one of his staff officers that 
the headquarters’ camp was in a distinctive- 
ly filthy condition. 

Speaking of the hospitals, General Brooke 
said: ‘‘ The location of the first division 
hospital was not my own selection. I left 
this to Colonel Hartsuff, my chief surgeon, 
and it. was the one location I condemned. 
I visited this hospital and it was working 
badly, due probably to the surgeon directly 
in charge.’’ 

Governor Beaver read a report from 
James Parker, sanitary inspector of the 
Twelfth New York Volunteers, detailing a 
disgusting state of sanitary affairs at Camp 
Thomas during General Brooke's incum- 
bency and General Brooke was asked what 
he had to say regarding it.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


CHICAGO IS RESENTED. 


Central Freight and Trank Lines Try- 
ing to Shut This City Out of West- 
ern Grain Business by Making Low- 
er Rates via East St. Louis—Alton 
Returns to Membership in Passen- 
ger Association—Wabash Expected 
to Cancel Notice of Withdrawal. 


Great indignation is manifested on the 
part of Western roads and Chicago grain 
shippers over the attempt of the Central 
Freight and Trunk Line associations to shut 
Chicago out of the Western grain business 
by making a lower rate on export grain 
traffic from points west of ‘the Mississippi 
River, going via East St. Louis, than on 
business going via Mississippi River cross- 
ings north of St. Louis, which business 
comes direct to Chicago. 

The Santa Fé, the Rock Island, the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul, and the Chicago Great 
Western roads have informed the Bastern 
roads that they will not submit to! the dis- 
crimination against Chicago. The opinion 
is that owing to energetic protests made the 
new rates proposed by the Eastern associa- 
tions will not be in effect. The Erie andthe 
Grand Trunk, it is said, will come to the 
rescue of the Chicago roads and prorate 
with them on business coming this way at 
the same rates as ane made via St. Louls. 

The Union Pacific and the Rock Island 
have practically agreed to withdraw their 
notices not to interchange any freight or 
passenger traffic with the Chicago Great 
Western. The Santa Fé, however, has put 
the boycott in effect, and no traffic between 
this road and the Chicago Great Western is 
being interchanged. 

The ** Soo ”’ line is paying a commission of 
$6 on the $23 from St. Paul and Minneapolis 
to New York, and some of the Chicago-St. 
Paul lines, it is said, have commenced to do 
the same thing. Such action as thisis what 
makes the business of the scalpers profitable. 

The Alton announced yesterday that it has 
decided to return to membership in the 
Western Passenger association.
